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The hydraulic engine, above referred to, is a fifty-inch cylinder, manu- 
factured by John Taylor, Esq., at the Rhydymwyn Foundry, and does 
them great credit. This engine is constructed upon the same principle, and 
similar to that at the Alport Mines ; the stroke is ten feet, with a falling 
column 200 feet perpendicular, power rather more than 600 horses ; the 
merits of this engine has been known for years, through the circulation of 
this paper, and still continues to act as well now as when first erected. 

The engine was started on the 28th July last, when the proprietors, 
with a great number of their friends and gentlemen, attended to witness 
the completion of this great undertaking. Atter some hours’ inspecting, 
the proprietors, with their friends, returned to the mine office, to partake 
of a sumptuous dinner, provided for the occasion. ‘The chair was taken 
by Samuel Williamson, Esq., Holywell, supported by John Roger Jones, 
Esq.; after the cloth was removed, the chairman proposed the usual loyal 
and other toasts, which were responded to with much enthusiasm, several 
speeches were made by the chairman and other gentlemen present.

MINING IN CARDIGANSHIRE.—No. IV. 

Frdéugoch Mine is situated about a mile and a half north of Logylas 
Mine, noticed in a former Number, and was discovered about twenty years 
ago; this mine has been found at the junction of two lodes, varying in di- 
rection about 15 deg., to be very productive for forty fathoms in length, so 
long as the lodes continue together, and averaging thirty feet in width. At 
the time the present company took the mine, about twelve years since, the

THe Mixes or New Zeatanp.—This rising colony promises to become 
rather important mining possession. Already two copper mines, in the 
neighbourhood of Auckland, have been opened, and the results are in the 
highest degree satisfactory, ore being obtained of the best quality, and at 
so trifling an expense, that there are no accounts of mines in any other 
part of the world in this respect to be compared with them. In fact, the 
operation can scarcely be denominated mining at all, it is enly quarrying 
and blasting, the ore being almost at the very surfave. Some idea may be 
formed, from the fact that miners are at present working one of the mines 
referred to, and have undertaken to produce the ore properly cleaned and 
sorted, fit for shipment, at the rates of 41 per ton for the third quality, 61. 
for the second,and 8/ for the finest ; and, at these rates, there is every ap- 
pearance of their realising a small fortune for themselves in the course of 
two years, for which period it is understood their contract extends. They 
would realise enormous wages at the lowest rate of 4/. for all qualities, if 
the ore continues to be procured as easily as hitherto. About ten or 
twelve men in the course of six weeks actually quarried out sixty tons, 
thirty of which were shipped to Sydney, and thirty to England. Nor is 
the ore of an ordinary quality, the analysis of some samples, from the mine 
referred to, shows upwards of 50 per cent. of pure copper. Manganese is 
equally abundant, and is found within fifteen miles of Auckland. Con- 
siderable quantities have already been shipped to England, some of which 
has realised 7/. per ton, The expense of quarrying this has been 10s, per 
ton. Many places on the coast, both northward to the Bay of Islands and 
southward towards the East Cape, afford indications both of copper and 
manganese ; and it may be easily supposed, that the utmost is 
manifested to become the fortunate purchaser of these mines, and there is 
scarcely a week passes without a party setting off in some direction on a 
voyage of discovery, now that the natives are allowed to dispose of their 
lands. The very natives have become infected with the mania, and are 
nearly as expert judges of copper, or manganese, as the settlers, and may 
be seen going about with fragments of stone, and bottles of nitric acid, for 
the purpose of testing its composition: They serve to keep the settlers in 
a perpetual excitement, by pretending to have discovered copper, or man- 
ganese, upon their lands, and no litile money is spent in fruitless i- 
tions to prove the fact. In some cases the eagerness of the settlers out- ° 
runs their prudence, and they are induced, by solicitations and hope, to 
purchase the land before seeing it, and the natives being, asin the case of 
all these islanders, a very acute set of dealers, Besides rand man- 
ganese, tin, lead, and nickel, are reported to have been vered ; coal 
abounds in various places inthe Middle Island, it has also been seen near 
Manakao and towards the Bay of Islands.

The mineral industry in Spain is, like all others of that fine coun- 
try, in an incompatible state, compared with its riches and the de- 
velopment of which she is capable; however, since 1839, she has, 
ima great degree, been gradually improving. At that period were 
discovered the argentiferous lead mines of the Sierra Almagrera at 
Cuevas de Vera; the richest of which are those of El Carmen, Con- 


cepcion, San Gabriel, Rosario Triunfo. Their ores yield, on al ave- 
rage, 60 per cent. of lead, and from 5, 6, to 7 per cent. of silver. Their 
richness is very great, but particularly the ant abundance of ore 
that is extracted—so much so, that, in many of the galleries, the ex- 
cavations are completely supported by rich columns of nearly pure 
mineral. All the extent of the beds of Almagrera has been the ob- 
ject of minute investigations, and have returned colossal fortunes. 
If we leave Almagrera, and turn our eyes to the other provinces of 
Spain, we find that in the rich mineral province of Zamora, recent 
discoveries have been made of zinc mines, valuable lead, and anti- 
mony; and in the province of Guadalajara, silver mines that have 
scarcely been explored or discovered more than six mouths, which 
surpass in richness anything that has been seen up to the present 
day. In fact, those of Santa Cecilia, La Suerte, and La Fortuna, 
are three mines that have as yet only been sunk from fifty to sixty 
feet, and give a mineral of chloride of silver, yielding from 16 
to 18 per cent., and which has produced even sometimes from 30 
to 33 per cent. of pure silver, which has been verified, according 
to the specimens that have been assayed, by the directors of the 
Royal Office of Mines at Madrid. Other provinces are also very 
rich in orés, in consequence of their good and pure quality, and the 
favorable position they are placed in for working, among which must 
be named those of the Asturias, as it was here where the late cele- 
brated Senor A o fixed the centre of all his extraordinary mining 
operations. His attention was only first attracted by the rich seams 
of coal that abound in every direction, but he had well chosen the 
spot, the most capable of opening a wide field for mining enterprise 
on a large scale, and most profitable to the adventurers. These mines 
are now likely to be worked by a company forming by Messrs. 
Ferrere Brothers, and Co., of Paris, the result of which, there is no 
doubt, will be highly advantageous to the speculators. When we 
look to the mines of Mexico and South America, that have been 
worked for years by English companies, who have embarked millions 
to carry out their schemes, but, unfortunately, at a great loss, as 
there it was the working of old mines that were represented by the 
natives as El Dorado, all’of which have turned out bad speculations ; 
whilst those of Spain, near home, where railways, steam communi- 
cation, and every facility, will soon be established, to render her 
the mineral kingdom-of the old world. The mines of Mexico are 
annually becoming poorer and poorer, as their produce for the last 
ten years has not: reached 4,000,000/., whilst they produced in 1750, 
7,250,001, which is a decrease of nearly one-half in about a 
century.: Spain, on the contrary, is rediscovering mines of precious 
oresthat ‘the Romans had only swept with the unscientific means 
they*had then at their disposal. She is, therefore, what may be 
justly talled a virgin country in every respect, for the working and 
exploring of her mines, as well as for the washing of her auriferous 
sands that abound. Unfortunately thismineral country has been for 
years disturbed by civil wars and foreign invasion, but, at present, 
there is a bright era shining over her, and her industry is rapidly 
advancing, and, in a few years hence, she will be what she is justly 
entitled to be, an industrious and wealthy nation. 





We have received various letters on the subject of galvanised 
iron from several of our correspondents in the mining districts, and 
the benefits that are likely to arise ere jong from this grand im- 
provement in this metal for general purposes. We have also been 
favoured with the perusal of different letters from our West Indian 
colonies and South America, all stating the advantage and security 
the galvanised metal offers to the inhabitants of those climes, so sub- 
ject to the most violent thunder and lightning storms and earth- 
quakes. The great benefit of the galvanised metal is, that the electric 
fluid has scarcely any effect upon it, thereby offering a security that 
wood and other materials will not. There are at present in the West 
Indian islands splendidly constructed iron churches, country villas, 
warehouses, and, in fact, every oa of building is being erected 
in galvanised metal, as the planters find that not only is their health 
improved by the power it has against the influence and the rigours 
of their variable climate, but also against accident from fire. In 
the Havana, Mexico, Columbia, Peru, Bolivia, Central America, and 
Chili, the adoption of galvanised metal for residences is becoming very 
general, and some extensive orders have been received in this coun- 
try for the above-named republics.

The establishing 
of railways all over the southern part of Europe, will be one of the 
e— laurels of the inventive power of man, that could have 

appened for the emancipation of .its inhabitants, by showing them 
what canbe done by perseverance and industry, against the hydra 
of war, revolution, and fanaticism. There has been established, 
within a few years, a regular line of steam-packets from Venice, 
Trieste, and Leghorn; to Malta, Smyrna, the Greek Islands, Con- 
stantinople, the Dardanelles, and team-Vessels also run 
from Naples and Sicily to the different ports along the coast, afford- 
ing to the population a means of transit and conveyance that twenty- 
five years ago was only known to them as existing in this country, 
and looked upon as a romantic tale by many. Railways are now 
to be introduced through all the states, excepting that of Rome, as 
the Pontiff is determined not to permit the locomotive power to shake 
thé-yeil of ignorance that has fettered the people under the authority 
of the"elergy ; but, notwithstanding all the edicts and bulls that he 
may issue, the march of intellect in the present century is such, that 
the sovereignty now possessed cannot be but of short duration ; 
science and invention, industry and commerce, and the beneficial 
results they produce for the welfare of man, must ultimately triumph, 
from the northern to the southern pole, over tyranny, debased ig- 
norance, and superstition. 
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RAILROADS IN IRELAND—AMERICAN PACKET STATION. 

Some days since an intimation, apparently emanating from an authentic 
source, appeared in a morning contemporary, to the effect that the Board 
of Admiralty had decided upon the port of Beerhaven, within the entrance 
of Bantry Bay, in the south of Ireland, as a favourable station for the Ame- 


rican steam-packets; and in two or three days after, the same journal, | 


perhaps doubting its authority for such intimation, or as it may have been 
instructed from some official source, that it was prematurely announced, 
if not altogether unfounded, retracted it, by another intimation that the 
Admiralty had not as yet decided, as to whether there should be a packet 
station at all on the southern coast of Ireland, and that should they de- 
cide in the affirmative, it was doubtful whether Valentia or Bantry Bay 
would be the favoured locality for such station. Now, we have strong 
reason for believing, that the first intimation so confidently given, and, sub- 
sequently, so apparently inconsiderately retracted by the Journal in ques- 
tion, was perfectly correct—that is, that Beerhaven has been fixed upon by 
the Board of Admiralty as the station for the American line of packets, 
and that an announcement to that effect will be made as soon as the ne- 
cessary preliminary arrangements are made for the transfer of the station 
from Liverpool. We would be understood to make this statement not 
directly from an official source, yet we have no reason to doubt its correct- 
ness, as it has reached us through a channel of authenticity all but official. 
The importance of this contemplated establishment of a packet station in 
the south of Ireland, will be fully appreciated in that country, as such es- 
tablishment will, in fact, make it the great point of intermediate inter- 
course between the new world and Great Britain, and, necessarily, a tem- 
porary depository for the merchandise interchanged between them, as well 
as the highway for all passengers from and to America and England, who 
will be expedited by at least two days on all occasions, and frequently by 
many days, in their arrival in the latter place from America. ‘The island 
of Valentia farther west, on the south coast of Ireland, than Beerhaven, 
in Bantry Bay, has been long spoken of as a fit and convenient station for 
— from across the Atlantic; but there are many objections to Va- 
entia, the coast being peculiarly exposed, and the harbour being by no 
means sufficiently safe for a packet station. It is needless to say that 
Bantry Bay is one of the most commodious for shipping in the world, and 
Beerhaven Harbour at its entrance can be made in the most tempestuous 
weather, and is one of the finest roadsteads in the British dominions. The 
railroad proposed to be continued from Bandon to Bantry, and which, 
when completed, will form a direct line of communication between the 
latter place, ing through Cork, will, of course, be a necessary adjunct 
to the establishment of the packet station. At the late assizesin the county 
of Kerry, the grand jury of that county passed the following resolution 
respecting the great merits of Valentia as an American packet station :— 
“That this grand jury do respectfully submit to Sir Robert Peel, this third 
urgent request, that the consideration of the Government may be «given, 
during the present favourable season of the year, to a careful examination 
of the several fine harbours on the coast of Kerry, so as to determine whe- 
ther one or other of them may not be the most suitable of any in the 
United Kingdom as a packet station for intercourse with North America: 
and that our foreman do communicate this resolution to Sir R. Peel.”— 
This resolution was transmitted to Sir R. Peel, and produced the follow- 
ing reply from the hon. baronet’s secretary, John Young, Esq., addressed 
to Sir William Godfrey :—* I am directed by Sir Robert Peel to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of the resolution which you transmitted to him from the 
grand jury of the county of Kerry, relative to a careful examination of the 
harbours on the coast of Kerry, with the view of selecting a packet station 
for intercourse with North America. The subject of the relative merits 
of harbours on the west coast of Ireland has, at different times, had the 
attention of Government, but the selection of any one in preference to 
others for a packet station is a subject requiring very mature considera- 
tion. The question is not merely as to the comparative extent and secu- 
rity of the harbours themselves and the opportunities of access or egress 
for sailing or steam-vessels ; but reference must also be had to the com- 
munications by land, and the facilities for connecting them with the inte- 
rior of the country and with Dublin. The progress of railways in the 
south-west of Ireland will be of material importance as an element in form- 
ing a judgment upon this subject.” From this reply,-it will be easily ga- 
thered that the intention of Government to select a station on the south 
coast of Ireland is obvious, and we merely give publicity to our belief, 
founded, as we have above stated, on what we conceive to be good au- 
thority, that Beerhaven, in Bantry Bay, is the place fixed upon for such 
station. The railway between Bantry and Bandon, and on to Cork, will 
form the connecting link between that station and Dublin, and will, no 
doubt, be completed in due time for the establishment of the station. Be- 
tween Bandon and Bantry, passing through the town of Dunmanway is 
almost a dead level, and affording facilities for the construction of a rail- 
way, possessed, perhaps, by no other line in the United Kingdom. This 
line also runs directly through the principal mining district in Ireland, and 
in thatalone will be of infinite national importance. We shall return to 
ty” at on another occasion. 








Direct Lonpon anp Maycuester Rartway.--Considerable interest 
has been excited with reference to this line, which has in a great measure 
been increased by the correspondence which has appeared in our columns 
between the solicitor of the one line and the engineer of the other. A 
rumour is afloat that a conjunction, or “fusion,” as we believe the term 
is, may take place between this company and those of the London and 
York and Leicester and Bedford Railways, which scems to be strength- 
ened by a fact which has been stated that the directors of these two com- 
panies have participated largely in the allotment of the shares of the 
Direct Manchester line, in which case the trio juncta in uno would doubt- 
less form a triumvirate of no mean pretensions. Allowing for the mania 
which exists, it is somewhat astounding to learn that there were no less 
than eleven thousand applicants for shares, extending to upwards of 600,000, 
while there were only one-sixth of that number to allot. We can imagine 


the position and estimate in which the line is held. A rumour which was J 


insiduously put forward, to the effect that the line had not been surveyed, 
and that the Parliamentary plans and notices would not be ready in due 
time, is, we are glad to find, without foundation, Mr. Rastrick, the engi- 
necr, having, with assistants, been sometime engaged in a minute survey. 
Among other evidences which present themselves, establishing the solidity 
of the company, and the confidence on the part of the provisional com- 
mittee in carrying out “ Rastrick’s line,” may be mentioned the heavy 
deposit required on the issue of the shares, being ten per cent., or 5i. 5s. 
per share, so as to meet the resolution of the House of Lords. This was 
undoubtedly calculated to militate against the company, so tar as the 
public was concerned, who, more or less, subscribe to undertakings of 
this nature with reference, not only to market value, but with whom, in 
many instances, the amount required as deposit has a certain weight. 
Notwithstanding this comparatively heavy amount, or 525,000/., required 
to be pase up within ten days, we find that subscriptions for the entire 
capital were received on the day on which the list of applications was‘ 
closed. The premium they maintain in the market is alone conclusive 
evidence of the stand which the line has taken, and the pyblic confidence 
with which it is supported. We may here remark that the resolution of 
the House of Lords, to which we have adverted, is calculated to have a 
direful effect on those companies who, not having obtained their Act, pur- 
pose applying to the Legislature at the next meeting of Parliament, inas- 
much that the scrip issued has been paid upon only to the extent of five 
per cent. as deposit, and hence the necessity, as ap to us, antecedent 
to any application to the Houses of Parliament, of doubling the deposit, 
in which case a further call will become necessary, for which, it is possi- 
ble, certain of the scrip holders may not be prepared, while any unfavour- 
able symptoms which may present themselves may render them somew! 
cautious in this particular. Among other points which present themselves 
to us in the consideration of this question is, how far the projectors, or 
provisional committee, of any line of railway, under such circumstances, 
make or enforce such a call. We do not hesitate to say, with our slight 
legal attainments, they cannot enforce it; and hence we give credit to 
the provisional committee of the London and Manchester Birect line, in 
foreseeing the difficulty which must otherwise arise had they not called 
for the full 10 per cent. deposit. Considerations like these, will, be at 
once an index to the stability of many companies now existing, and, at the 
same time, convey a warning, which may have its influence on the un- 
— spirit of speculation, which we regret to find so extensively 
pervades the public mind, 





Among the numerous projected lines of railway which daily present 
themselves, and to which attention is directed by the most alluring state- 
ments, whether emanating with the projectors, engineers, or solicitors, each 
being solicitous to embark the capitalist with them in the promising un- 
| dertaking which presents itself under their auspices, none, we believe, have

mark. During the late session of Parliament our columns embraced not 
only the announcements of the rival lines, but, on more than one occasion, 
we were induced to offer remarks on the advantages possessed by the one 
or other, as also to give insertion to the letters of correspondents. It is 
hardly necessary for us to state that both the rival lines were thrown out— 
the one upon the report of the Board of ‘Trade, and the other after passing 
through the various stages in the Houses of Commons and Lords, was, in 
the end, rejected by the latter, on the ground of its “demerits.” Since 
then each of the projects has been put forward, assuming, in some respects, 
novelty, which, it will remain to be seen, is either improvement or other- 
wise as regards the line, the evidence on which, if we were to give cre- 
dence to that submitted to the Committ®e of the House of Commons, was 
certainly such as to puzzle a conjuror. That there were startling objections 
to the coast line no doubt could exist—indeed such were admitted—both 
with regard to the gradients, curves, and to the passage of the Hamoaze, 
but which would doubtless have, in a great measure, been remedied in the 
construction of the line by subsequent arrangements. ‘The objections 
raised to the Central line have been so frequently mooted, that it would 
be futile again to travel overthe ground. Suffice it, that the two projected 
lines are now again fairly before the public, and if we may judge from 
the list of parties and partisans which have been placed before us, we should 
be disposed to say, it will be a hard “fight.” ‘ May the best man win,” 
say we, although by no means pugilistic, while we feel satisfied, that in 
this case, as in others of earlier ages, “when Greek meets Greek, then 
comes the tug: of war.” In looking over the prospectus of the Cornwall 
and Devon Central Railway,we must confess we were surprised to find a 
deviation from that originally put forward, and which, without explana- 
tion, was calculated to excite doubts as to its being the “ veritable ” line, 
although the names of the engineer and local solicitors were the same. We 
refer to the absence of the name of the original secretary, for, although the 
office was not abrogated, it was filled by another name. Now this alone 
would imply that there was asomething “rotten in the state of Denmark,” 
and hence some slight inquiries, which for our own satisfaction, as well as 
to render information to our readers, we felt it our duty to institute, and 
lo, behold ! we found that our contemporary, the Cornwall Royal Gazette, 
was already in possession of the information, which we were anxious to 
collect, and which now appears in our advertising columns. It would, 
therefore, appear to stand thus. Mr. Thomas Harvey, who was the secre- 
tary of the Central Railway, under the ancien regime, and who, to adopt 
the language of our contemporary, was the sole author, being the party 
with whom the project originated, has de facto been expelled from his 
office, without rhyme or reason, and we feel, that in drawing attention to 
this very matter, insignificant as it might appear to those who “ veer with 
the wind,” a lesson may be taught others, while a caution, we feel assured, 
will not be lost sight of by those who might be disposed to become sub- 
scribers, inasmuch, that if duplicity be practiced in one instance, there is 
no security thet a similar course may not be pursued in others. There 
can be no question, that whatever credit may be taken by boards of di- 
rectors, and others high in office, on the successful formation of a com- 
pany, yet that the conception, the programme, indeed, we may say, the 
workjemanates from, and rests with, the secretary, or those organs of the 
company who may be said to be its projectors, and hence the merit of this 
undertaking, whatever sueh may be, must be considered as due to Mr. 
Harvey, It is, therefore, with surprise and regret we find that gentleman 
no longer associated with the company, and which cannot but, in our opi- 
nion, militate against it with the public, who are beginning to read the 
prospectuses submitted to them, and who evince something like a desire to 
know, not only by whom the project is patronised, but with whom it ori- 
ginates, and who are its officers. That solicitors should hold to office, 
reckless who they throw overboard, is only in accordance with the spirit 
which may be said to influence them too generally. It is known we hate 
lawyers ; they are a pest, but ave necessary as the world is composed, yet 
we could wish that, as necessary evils, they would consider there is a 
court of equity, and that personal interests should not be promoted at the 
cost of equitable principles. The correspondence adverted to, however, 
enters fully into particulars, so as to render any further comments on this 
point unnecessary, having effected our object in directing attention to the 
correspondence itself. With reference to the Cornwall, or, as generally 
known, the Coast, Railway, we only reccived at a late hour the announce- 
ment of the proposed alterations in the line and the increase of capital, to 
which we shall direct attention in our next Number. How far the devia- 
tions or branch lines may supersede the construction of the Central line 
we are not prepared to say, but this we can—that each shall have our best 
Pron and it shall be “a clear stage and no favour.”

_ #™&\THE ATMOSPHERIC RAILWAY SYSTEM. 

In reviews of this novel mode of canveyance, we have described in 
suecinet forms three of Mr. Pinkus’ssystems. Each of these is essentially 
different from the other, not only in the mechanical combinations neces- 
sary to the applications of the philosophical principle, but, as well in the 
peculiar mode of operating with them, to comply with the imperative 
Tequirements of transit in the narrow conditions of railways. 

As a matter of science, whilst the task we have allotted to ourselves, of 
endeavouring to convey to our readers, understandingly, the nature and 
uses of these elaborate inventions and discoveries, is pleasing, from the 
study of the beautiful variety that the principle itself is susceptible of, 
when rendered practically useful under its antagonistic elementary con- 
ditions, yet is it irksome to wade through massive rolls of parchment and 
multiplied sectional drawings, accompanying specifications in legal and 
technical forms ; but, we labour for the public good, to arouse the slum- 
berer from the perils that beset him in journeying on his way,—to point 
to the means of avoiding fearful calamity, the danger with which his 
mind becomes familiar by habit. We shall not find the offices of the 
good Samaritan, the healers of wounds in those who, with breathless 
haste, eoncoct railways,—their’s is the work of wild speculation, for the 
profit of a few at the cost of the many. A red line on a map, a few 
unenquiting committee-men, with a guess at the sum total of demand 
for a capital stock, is the qualification for railway schemes, and the greater 
the amount the more respectable is deemed the undertaking. 

We crave patience whilst we carry our readers with us through the 
exemplifications of no less than thirteen different systems of atmospheric 
railways, exhibiting as many different modes of applying and working, 
involving economy, convenience, and safety in railway practice. These 
form the proper subjects of inquiry for those who would lead the public 
into expenditure that may ter than is necessary for attaining 
the objects of a railway. The different systems apply under different 
circumstances of a line, whether level or short, whether long with fre- 
quent branches or varying amount of traffic, and these alternative modes 
combine on different parts of the same line. We have the air in the tube 
moving with the velocity of the load, and with less velocity, according to 
the diameter of the pipe and its connecting parts or apparatus,—we have 
the power variable,—we have the long valve, and we have it without any 
valve,—we have the single line of reciprocating railway,—we have a tube 
for each track of the railway,—and we have a single tube for a double 
line. We have the trains moved by one stationary engine, and we have 
them moved by two or three at the same time. We have more or less in 
quantity of the propelling element acted upon during the transit of a 
train, lessening friction in the progress of the air, affording convenience 
in tice ; nevertheless, there is no complieation, all is the extreme of 
simplicity in each and every case. 

In Mr. Pinkus’s specification of 1836 we see a combination for trans- 
ferring power in hermetically sealed tubes, these, at the same time, forming 
reservoirs for storing power, and lessening the length of columns of air 
acted upon at a time to propel ; these are further a ge in the progres- 
sive stages of improvement, accommodating the t with facility, and 
indueing thereby a constantly-increasing acceleration of speed, peculiar to 
this m, independently of the initial power of the stationary engines 
and the capacity of the air-pumps, during the time of the transit of a train. 
This ing acceleration renders the more available that important ele- 
ment in railway dynamics, momentum, which, proportionally with speed 
(the initial motive power being maintained), yields an augmented propel- 
ling force, lessening the effect of the resistances. This question was dis- 
cussed in the Parliamentary Committee of Inquiry on Atmospheric Rail- 
ways—opinions, given in evidence by different engineers and scientifie men, 
were diametrieally opposed, yet all were in error, as, in a future paper, we 
shall.explain. 

* The application of reservoir main tubes for husbanding power led to the 
invention of another system, one more particularly applicable to short or 
level railways, for that object a part of one of the former systems was used. 
The locomotive atmospheric engine, before described, was combined with 
this system, as set forth in Mr. Pinkus’s specification in 1839. Power was 
supplied to that engine through the agency of a reservoir tube of a given 
diameter, laid along a railway between the tracks of a double line, so as 
to supply power to the up and down trains from one tube only, this tube 
was a perfect cylinder and without the long valve, it was a continuous pipe 
formed into sections one mile and a half long, by the use of intersecting, 
or separating, valves, that opened and closed by the action of the moving 
train. Where the intersecting valves occurred on the up and down lines, 
the tube appeared above the surface level of the railway, for a distance of 
about 300 yards, by a short bend and branch pipe, leading for that dis- 
tance on each-track of the line. Now, on this short branch a metal valve, 
having two lips and standing vertically in the form of an inverted 4 was 
placed, through this valve was made the communication with the reservoir 
main. There could be no leakage into the main throagh the short valve, 
and then only during the momentary passage of the train, which having 
passed over the main valve, the intersecting valve shut off the eommuni- 
cation with the reservoir tube. These stationary engines worked con- 
stantly all day, generating and storing power in the reservoir main, to be 
taken up by the said locomotive atmospheric engine in the following man- 
ner :—To that engine was suspended the instrument called a tongue, 
mentioned in our former paper, that struck into the valves of the main 
where they occurred, and slipped through them, the two lips of the metal 
valve opening to, and conforming to, the shape of the tongue. On open- 
ing the lips of this valve in any part of it for two inches, its edges formed 
two curved flexures of that width, lessening again to contact at about three 
feet in length, this tongue had a polished steel surface where it dipped into 
the lips of the valve, the lips closing air-tight about the tongue, which had 
a hollow cavity equal to forty square inches ; the upper part of it where 
it was suspended to a receiver of the locomotive, was open, and the tongue 
had a self-acting throttle valve, that opened when it was in the lips of the 
valve, and shut off when it had slipped through this main valve of the tube 

Through the cavity of the tongue a free communication was established 
between the cylinders of the locomotive and the reservoir main through 
the main valves, but in order that the locomotive might be supplied with 
power along the railway, where the tube was buried between the distant 
places of the valves, aud, of consequence, where no valve occurred, a tender 
1n this application only, was attached to the locomotive, and on this tender 
was a large receiver or reservoir, of sufficient capacity to supply the work- 
ing cylinders for a mile and a half of the distance. The reservoir of the 
tender had a communication with the smaller receiver of the locomotive 
by a flexible pipe. Now, the mode of operation was as follows. The 
Stationary engines either rarefied the air in the reservoir main, or com- 
pressed it to the extent of, say, three atmospheres ; at starting, the hol- 
low tongue was inserted into the lips of the main valve ; when its throttle 
valye was opened, rarefaction instantly took place in the receiver of the 
lécomotive, and in that also of the tender. On opening the ports of the 
engine, in the manner done when steam is used, the pistons of the loco- 

motive gave action to the driving wheels, as if steam were used. The 
cylinders being proportional to the degree of density of the compressed 
air or rarefied medium, as might be, and these, compared to the pressure 
of steam, as if sach were used. This arrangement was calculated for 
railways of light traffic ; the power from the tube could be taken up more 
frequently by placing the valves of the main nearer together. The atmo- 
sphere in the reservoir main was maintained by the action of two station- 
ary engines, at the ends of a section of seven or five miles in length at 
the same time, and these, as before stated, worked constantly, as well 
during the progress of a train as.during intervals when trains were not 
moving. Where ascending planes occurred, the valve of the main was 
made continuous, so that the power was constantly on the locomotive, 
independently of the power of the receivers. The cost of construction of 
the ¢ apparatus and engines, as well as the maintenance of the 
ete was comparatively small.

error has prevailed in that respect ; there are some who have contended 
for the practicability of such form of application ; but let it be considered 
that the law of retardation, under such cireumstances, is always (in com- 
pressible and exspansible fluids) proportional to the degree of density, 
and is not as the square, but as the cube of density and velocity, Nor 
can we use air with economy under high degrees of compression ; the 
cost of compression increases immensely in such case, and the loss, by 
leakage and radiation of induced heat under compression, is a point in 
the consideration that few seem to be acquainted with; hence the erro- 
neous views of Wright, Andraud, and others, who strove to obtain pro- 
pelling power by the compression of air into vessels, under degrees of 
fifty or even one hundred atmospheres. When we compress even thirty 
atmospheres into the bulk of only one, the latent heat of all so compressed 
is not greater than the one uncompressed, but the latent heat of twenty- 
nine has radiated, taking from the air its natural expansibility ; the heat, 
as induced by compression, is lost, and the air can only resume its ordi- 
nary expansive force by applying to it again as much heat in the way of 
fuel as has been so lost, We use fuel to compress, we generate or evolve a 
heat and so much of expansibility, and we get back only a small part of the 
power we have expended. This has lead to the failure of sueh attempts. 
Now, Mr. Pinkus, in one form, uses compressed air, but only to the ex- 
tent of two or three atmospheres, and he uses it expansively, and in a 
manner that enables it to abstract its natural amount of caloric from sur- 
rounding media. He does not use air in long and rapid columns. 

It is well known, that the late ingenious Mr. Gordon had an establish- 
ment for portable compressed gas: gas could be made for about 3s. per 1000 
cubie feet ; Mr. Gordon, by most ingeniously-contrived machinery, com- 
pressed only about twenty atmospheres into one, such gas was sold at 35s. 
per 1000 cubic feet, yet failed as a commercial undertaking, from waste 
and cost of compression, The effect of high eompression will be perceived 
by placing such a vessel, as Mr. Gordon’s gas holders, in a tank of water 
during the process of compression: the water will be made to boil—sud- 
denly open the stoppel of the holder, and the calorie of the water will be 
so quickly abstracted, as to form ice ; when we rarefy air we have a con- 
verse effect. Here, then, is the philosophy of such conditions of the ele- 
ment.—We shall return to this part of the subject in our next Journal. 

A few days since, a well-written article appeared in the /ron Times 
whieh touches, happily, on some of the main points necessary to be con- 
sidered in respect to the economy of an atmospheric railway. Some of 
these our previous articles have referenee to, particularly our remarks on 
the new systems of Mr. Pinkus, which we regard as so well caleulated to 
neutralize the evident imperfection ef his first plans, which are exhibited 
on the Croydon line, whilst the higher benefits of economy, safety and 
facilities, attainable by atmospheric propulsion, cannot there be shown. Of 
the rope valve the writer observes, “‘There can be no doubt of the fact 
that, after Mr. Vallance, Mr. Pinkus was the first who applied a vacuum 
power to locometive purposes. He was the very first who could, and did 
carry his level outside of his vacuum chamber or pipe. His first valve, 
consisting of a rope, was no doubt crude and undigested, as a mechanical 
form, but still it was a flexible valve closing a longitudinal opening in a 
tube. The step from this form to a better and more mechanical arrange- 
ment was small; and, without knowing particulars, we think Mr. Pinkus 
hardly used, in having his invention taken from him te have a new dress 
put upon it.” “ The rope valve” alluded to was only one of several forms 
of valves contained in Mr. Pinkus’s first and second specifications, to suit 
different applications and methods of working arailway. The flexible valve, 
the same as that used on the Croydon line, was contained in his specifica- 
tion of 1836. The “rope valve” was no rope, but a flevidle tube for- 
cibly pressed into a long trough, in one form, where a larger tube was used 
whose diameter provided a propelling piston of larger area, and admitted 
consequently of a low degree of rarefaction. It was shown in Pinkus’s 
second specification as a valve cover of a square form, laying over the long 
valve made of leather and short plates, and whieh was fastened along one 
side of the long slit in the pipe, as on the Croydon line, where it is used, but 
without a “new dress.” Of the loss of power attendant upon the present 
plan of exhaustion, he observes, “In looking at the atmospheric system, 
we find that there is loss of power by the frietion of the piston within the 
tube. We do not know what it amounts to, nor are we likely to know, for 
the managers are very careful to let the public know only the bare fact, 
that certain velocities have been accomplished. All other elements of cal- 
culation are most carefully eoncealed. Our own opinion is, that it is equal 
to the friction of the working parts of the engine. There is also a second 
serious drawback to the efficiency of the atmospheric principle, in the fact 
we have adverted to as regards the motion of pistons. It is in the statical 
difference of pressure and resistance required, and the greater the velocity, 
the greater the difference must be, as is beautifully shown by the action of 
the barometer in Mr. Samuda’s experiments at Croydon. The publie are 
not, however, aware that the attenuation indicated by the barometer is not 
a measure of the power required, but of the waste of power. A third dis- 
advantage in the atmospheric principle, as at present applied, is in friction 
caused by working air-pumps. This loss must necessarily be very great. 
Its amount, if it has been ascertained, has never been communicated to the 
public by the promoters of the atmospheric system. The loss by the in- 
tromission of air into what should be a vacuum, is no doubt considerable; 
but as this loss may perhaps be mechanically avoided, we shall not make 
an estimate of it in the present instance. Our readers will see that there 
are more disadvantages attached to the atmospheric system than appear at 
the first sight. Whether they will prove sufficient to prevent its adoption 
we do not yet know; but this we do know, that the experiments at Croy- 
don are anything but satisfactory to our minds, though to superficial ob- 
servers they may be otherwise. When we were there, we saw a pair of 
fifty-horse engines put to work long before the atmospheric train started. 
In fact, they were at work half an hour, at least, before. What the actual 











working power of these engines was we were not informed, but the cylin- 
ders were almost as big as the whole of the locomotive engine! The train we 
travelled by consisted of seven carriages, weighing, perhaps, thirty tons, 
and the distance of five miles and a half was accomplished in nine minutes 
and a half. Would not an ordinary locomotive do as much any day ?” 
Mr. Nasmyth of Patricroft has proposed (as described in a late Number of 
the Mining Journal) an ingenious plan for the exhaustion of the tube 
without the aid of pumps, which in afl probability will in a great mea- 
sure remove these objections to the system on account of loss of power. 
He proposes no new system of atmospheric railway, but a means of ex- 
hausting the long tube by the condensation of steam, in very large cylin- 
ders, at stations, in lieu of steam-engines and air-pumps. If this can be 
accomplished with economy, it would be a most desirable addition to that 
system of traction which we should be glad to see the success of, as eco- 
nomising the cost of atmospheric apparatus ; as to practicability there can 
be no doubt of it; we confess, however, that we have had doubts as to its 
economy, but without having maturely considered the subject. Mr. Nas- 
myth may be enabled to show data for cost of steam, which is the only 
question ; for example, what will be the cost in fuel for the generation of 
steam of an elasticity slightly above atmospheric pressure, and in quantity, 
bulk for bulk with the air under the varying states of tenuity in abstracting 
it from the propelling tubes, and comparing the cost of steam so applied, 
with steam of greater expansive force, and the quantity that would be used 
on the smaller cylinders to actuating air-pumps of a capacity that would 
abstract, under similar circumstances, an equal amount of air from the 
tube, and the cost of accomplishing this. We can see some advantage 
in the proposition, even if it should cost something more than the other 
procéss, provided the difference of cost were not very great. 

The article in question thus concludes. “ Let us not be misunderstood as 
launching into an unqualified condemnation against the atmospheric sy- 
stem. From the reports we have published of the Croydon experiments it 
would appear that they have been ‘ satisfactory.’ We have had nothing 
but a review ; the real fight as to merits is yet to come; Mr. Samuda has 
a formidable competitor in Mr. Nasmyth, whose mechanical attainments 
are such as to justify us in believing that he would not put his name to a 
project which was not praeticable, and whose plan obviates one of the most 
serious disad of the eric system, as carried out on the 
Croydon line. From the collision of the ideas of such men as these, much 
is to be anticipated. New combinations may be generated to the advance- 
ment of the public benefit.”

PREVENTION OF ACCIDENTS IN Mines, rroM Ropes BREAKING, VAPOURS, 
&c.—We have received from a correspondent in the coal and manufacturing 
districts of Lancashire, an ingenious invention for arresting the progress of 
buckets, kibbles, curves, or waggons, down the shaft, in consequence of the 
heir of the rope ; and, from the drawing with which we have been favoured, 
we are led to believe that the plan would be highly effective in practice. By 
this invention two or more waggons, or any weight of stuff which the machinery 
above is competent to bear, ean be raised with ease and safety, and the plan 
may be applied not only to all underground works, but to inclines on railways, 
hoists or cranes, for mills, warehouses, public works, &e.

Sir,—As you “‘ havg no recollection of having made any such engagement ” as 
Stated in my letter, I conclude, from your reply, that I am to receive your oblivi- 
ousness of memory as a sufficient answer to my inquiries, and that if your recollec- 
tion does not extend to a solemn assurance, given two months ago, that I am to 
infer there are no other obligations imposed by courtesy, honour, honesty, or gra- 
titude, which rendered it necessary for you to make such communication tome. I 
am sorry your memory is sodefective. It is not the first time I have found it incon- 
ven deficient. I shall, however, test its value by your letter now before me, 
short as that is, and by other indisputable facts. You have heard from me before, 
in not to be misunderstood, the nature of my suspicions of your conduct. 
You asked for an explanation,and received it, and gave the assurance which you now 
affect to . Your letter of Saturday has only put the seal on your mysterious 

ngs, and it affords me more of pleasure than pain to have at last something 
with which I can grapple. If my language should bear the impress of excitement, 
attribute it not to heat or impetuosity—all 1 write, 1 write diliberately, after mature 
consideration, with a final determination to publish what has transpired, and a per- 
fect confidence in the accuracy of every statement I shall make. 

Is it ble that your letter of the 29th ult. could have been written in a mo- 
ment of convenient obliviousness of the facts it pretends to state, or is it a serious 
attempt to impose upon me as a reply to my inquiries statements wholly irrelevant 
to the existing circumstances? Be this as it may, I can only deal with the letter 
as I find it, and I shall proceed unceremoniously to strip it of every device which 

t occasion its being mistaken for truth. Your letter states—‘‘I have no re- 
collection of having made any such engagement as you state in your letter of to- 
day—on the contrary, I had the unpleasant duty to inform you long since, that 
from objections raised both in London and in the county, you could not appear in 
any way in connection with a central railway through Cornwall.” What an ex- 

memory you must be afflicted with, which can retain distinctly remote 
circumstances, but which fails to retrace the events of yesterday. I shall certainly 
convince others, if I do not satisfy you, either that your memory is of the remark- 
able order referred to, or that you have deliberately penned a statement unfounded 
and unjustifiable, because untrue. Now for the facts. Wheu you and the Corn- 
wall committee had, after your defeat by Mr. Turner, returned quietly to your 
homes, and utterly abandoned the opposition to the coast line, and when not even 
a a ition could be red from the county against it, Mr. Phomas main- 
tained, single-handed, with sterling integrity and independence, his opposition, 
until terms were offered tc him which his sclicitor advised him to accept, aban- 
as he was by the county, for the interests of which he contended. It was 

then resolved to submit the question to me for decision, and feeling deeply inte- 
rested for the honour of that cause which he and I had alone originated, I ex- 
pressed a hope that we might shame the county inte activity, if we could only pro- 
long the contest, and by throwing myself into the gap, and offering to share in the 
responsibility, the struggle was continued, and we were eventually successful.

Before our opposition reached the House of 
Lords, on the day of the decision on the Wilts, Somerset, and Weymouth Railway, 
you stated to me in the lobby of the House, that the directors of the London, Salis- 
bury, and Yeovil Company had raised some objections to my being the secretary of 
the company I had onginated, being at the time the seeretary of another railway. 
You said also how much you felt annoyed at this difficulty, and how anxious you 
were to remove it. At length, however, after the secretary of the London, Salis- 
bury, and Yeovil Company, Mr. Crombie, had suggested, by way of meeting the 
difficulty, that he and myself should be joint secretaries, you, Mr. Rowe, myself, 
and the London, Salisbury, and Yeovil directors, settled the prospectus, and altered 
its title to the ‘‘ West of England Railway.”

A few days before I left town, the same advertisement, with the names of Mr. Crom- 
bie, Mr. Clench, and myself, was again published by the London, Salisbury, and 
Yeovil Company, in several of the London papers, nearly two months after its first 
publication in London and the country. As this company were the parties, as you 
informed me, who originally raised the objection, and who afterwards approved of

I became the dupe of the artifice, and scrapaloasly abstained from appear- 
ing to take any part at that meeting. What was your duct? You produced at 
that meeting a new prospectus of a new company, which was read and adopted.

£20,000 or £300,000 judiciously applied, in the present perfected state of the sci- 
ence of civil engineering, and at the reduced cust of the execution of earthworks, 
will prove in the end a far greater real economy, both to the Com itself, in the 
saving effected in the annual expense of working, and also, what Ieott more import- 
ance to the country in general, by accomplishing at a much less cost the same end 
proposed, by an entire and distinct line from London to Manchester.

The commercial advantages and great facilities which the port of Southamp- 
ton offers to the merchant and the manufacturer, clearly point out a demand 
for a more direct communication with it from Manchester and York, and the 
various manufactories of the north and of Staffordshire, than is at present af- 
forded, either by the circuitous route on the eastern side, through London by 
the Birmiagham and the South-Western Railways, or on the western side, by 
the Birmingham and Cheltenham Railways.

Mining enterprise and speculation are making rapid progress, not only 
in France, but all over the continent, as the demand for iron is daily in- 
creasing, in consequence of the numerous lines of railway now being laid 
down from north to south and, east to west of Europe. From 1819 to 
1843, the annual produce of cast-iron in France has increased from 
1,125,000 to 4,226,219 metrical quintals or cwts,; the production of forged 
iron has augmented in the same period from 742,000 to 3,084,450 metrical 
cwts., or 154,222 tons 10 cwts. This increase may be greatly attributed 
to the number of new forges that have been erected within the last few 
years, and the profitable ore that exists in the mining departments, as well 
as coal beds that are now being explored ; the use of carbon is generally 
adopted at present, whereas formerly it was either wood or charcoal, and 
that at an exorbitant price. The working of iron ores, to render them fit 
to be sent for fusion to the smelting or melting furnaces, either for cast or 
forged metal, in 1843, gave a return of 619,616/. 10s., which has increased 
at least one-third more in 1845, and likely to become greater. The above

In the department of the Cotes- 
du-Nord, they have begun working the iron mine of Pas, situated near 
the high furnace of the same name, the ore of which is a hydroxidulated 
iron, mixed with carbonate of iron, similar to that which exists at Glence, 
in the Morbihan. The melting of this ore co-operates well with that of 
the Lower Vallon, whieh is of an aluminous nature, and produces an ecx- 
cellent metal. The working of iron ore is now becoming general, and in 
a few years hence there is no doubt that the mines will vield sufficient to 
meet the demand, but finer qualities will still have to be imported from 
Great Britain, until the amalgamation of the different ores can be greatly 
improved, which will be the case as soon as carbonic fuel is used in the 
high furnaces, instead of charcoal and wood, and these generally ofa very 
inferior quality, and at exorbitant prices.

cious remarks on this subject, which are contained in the preface to a very 
| useful little work, published by Effingham Wilson—-The Railway Share- 
holder’s Manual—as very applicable at the present time :—* ‘The promi- 
nence that has been given to railway affairs by the newspaper press, and 
by discussions in Parliament—the extension of the railway system through- 
out Great Britain, the continent of Europe, and North Amcrica—have 
convinced even the most prejudiced, that railway communication is the most 
| rapid, safe, and economical, that human ingenuity has yet devised. This 

species of enterprise no longer appears to the public as chimerical, or too 

much in advance of the age to be worthy of serious trial, but merchants, 
| manufacturers, wholesale dealers, traders, and farmers, are all becoming 
supporters of railway locomotion, and shareholders in existing or projected 
lines. ‘Nor is this change in opinion to be wondered at, when it is borne 
‘in mind that superabundant capital, naturally seeks investment in those 


| ment to labour, extend trade, and promise a large and permanent interest. 
It isa known fact that millions of British capital have been lost to the 
| country by investment in foreign loansand South American mining opera- 
| tions, on which not one farthing, either of interest or principal, has ever 
| been paid. But even when the interest is duly paid, all British capital 
| sunk in such investments seriously injures the trade of the country. A poor 

foreign state, has only a limited quantity of produce—over and above what 

is required for the maintenance of its own people—for shipment to Great 
} Britam, and if that be sold to pay the interest on loans contracted in Eng- 
land, there is nothing left to give in exchange for British manufactures; 
| so that, exactly in proportion to the capital sent out of the country in loans 
| to a foreign state, does our trade with that state narrow and contract. But 
in the construction of English railways, every shilling expended 1s a na- 
| tional advantage. 
| money is locked up or sunk, as many foolish speakers and writers have as- 
| serted. Atthe worst, it is only a transfer of capital that can be complained 
| of; but that is not a national evil, for Lord Bacon said truly, that * money 
was like muck, and did no good til it was spread.” Seeing the large 
amount of capital required to construct the projected railways, many per- 
sons have said, where isall the money to come from? but these and double 
the number, could be made with the greatest ease, without the least addi- 
| tion to the circulating medium of the country. When a railway Act is 
obtained, the money is not all wanted immediately, and, therefore, a sur- 
plus capital of a few millions would suffice to intersect all Great Britain 
with railways, and to supersede every common road. A manufacturer, 
for instance, holds fifty shares in @ new railway, and pays a call of 2/. per 
share at intervals of three months. When the call is paid up by ail the 
shareholders, the directors disburse the amount for labour and construc- 
tion, which is again expended by the labourers, for food and raiment, 
with the shopkeeper, who is thereby enabled to hand back the amount in 
payment to the manufacturer, probably in time for the next call; and thus 
it goes on till the entire line is completed, during whieh operation not one 
shilling of capital is abstracted or lost to the country. ‘That some idea may 
be formaed of the immense stimulus the trade of the country would derive 
from the formation of these public works, it is only necessary to state, that 
were 2000 miles of the projected railways to be constructed, it would give 
employment to 500,000 labourers, and 40,000 horses for the next four 
years. The necessary buildings, sheds, and permanent way, would cover 
20,000 acres of land; and to lay a donble line of rails would require 
400,000 tons of iron.” 

It is net to be imagined, that the Railway Carriage Building Company,

On 
Monday and Tuesday last, it appears, there was a considerable business 
doing in the “ good auld city,” and a parcel of 1000 tons was purchased 
at the rate of 80s., net cash. It is now a favourite article for speculators 
dealing in, and is becoming daily more so, which at present operates in its 
maintaining higher prices in proportion to wrought iron. It is possible 
that a small portion could be had at 78s., net cash, but the regular quota- 
tion may be called 79s., net—as there are few who like to make extensive 
purchases at 80s. On the whole, however, the iron trade in Seotland is 
daily improving, and this will be a profitable season for the masters, as 
prices are looking up, and the demands are on a large scale, so that all 
hands are busily at work.

—This powerful engine, which is working such mighty changes in the cost 
and construction of works where piles are necessary, is now being patronised 
by Government. Mr. Nasmyth has been by order of the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty to Deptford Dock to chose a place fit for the erection of on® of a 
large size; the driving head to weigh 12} tons, and capable of givingsrom 
seventy to eighty strokes per minite; yet, so completely is this ponglerous 
machine under the command of the engineer, that he cau so regulate it 
that it should take a dozen taps to crack a nut, and then not crush the 
kernel! It is intended also to have Nasmyth’s direct action steam-hammer, 
which is on the same principle at all the Government dockyards; of dif- 
ferent sizes suitable for large anchor work, and the smaller works of the 
smithery. Mr. Baker, who is superintending the marine works at Devon- 
port, has had a Nasmyth’s pile driver erected, by which the whole of the 
piles necessary will be driven in three months, which, by the old system, 
would have taken three years. An offer was made to the men, that, if

PROGRESSIVE DEVELOPMENT or IRELAND'S RESOURCES. 

Pending the progress through Parliament of bills for the construction of 
various lines of railway in Ireland, we dwelt particularly on the great na- 
tional benefit that would necessarily be derived from the development of 
the mining resources of that country, by the facilities of transit to be af- 
forded in the mining districts by means of these lines of railway; and we 
incidentally—indeed, we might say, unavoidably—touched upon the great 
social advantages which would be also the necessary result of the demand 
for labour caused by their construction. We alluded, likewise, to the vast 
stimulus which would be given to trade, commerce, and manufactures, in 
Ireland, by rendering available all the advantages she possesses in an emi- 
nent degree in respect to her magnificent rivers, affording a vast water 
power to her well situated towns upon the banks of those rivers, and to the 
| numerous and safe harbours all round her coasts, all of which required only 
to be made approachable from without, and to be connected, for commer- 
cial, trading, and manufacturing purposes, by internal series of safe, cheap, 
and expeditious modes of communication, for goods and merchandise. 
| That transit—beyond the contemplation of the niost sanguine speculators 
of the generation last past, or even of the “elders” of the speculative in 
mechanical science of the present generation—is attained; and Ireland 
alone awaited the vast benefits to be derived to her from it. Not very 
many years since we recollect listening, with as much interest as atten- 
tion, to a lecture of a then great authority in the scientific world, upon the 
power of the steam-engine, as an impellent of ships at sea; and the lec- 
turer, after descanting upon the effects of that power as such, combatted 
the also then hazarded opinion that it was capable of being applied to an 
extent sufficient to impel a ship from the shores of Britain to those of 
| America. “ As well (exclaimed Dr. Lardner, for he was the lecturer, in 
| contemptuous refutation of the opinion) may you expect to navigate a 
; vessel to the muon, as to navigate one to America by steam.” Lo! a 
| few—a very few—-years had elapsed from the date of the utterance of this 
| celebrated dictum of the no less celebrated scientific lecturer, when it was 
} announced to the world that the Strtus—a steam-vessel of magnitude, 
| and of steam-power comparatively insignificant to those of even the steamers 
| trading now between London and Scotland—had arrived at New York 
| from Cork andjLiverpoo!. When, after four years, not only unaided, but, 
| by the public press of the day, discouraged, efforts of Mr. Gurney to force 
| upon public consideration, or upon the notice of the ruling powers, his 
steam-carriage, he at last in 1829 succeeded in attracting the attention of 
the Duke of Wellington, then Prime Minister, to this carriage, improved 
by the detachment of the locomotive engine from it, and which being fas- 
tened to it by a connecting link, the Premier, after witnessing some ex- 
periments at Hounslow bariacks, pronounced it tobe of great national im- 
portance;” and Mr. Gurney, upon the strengthvof this dictum of his Grace, 
ventured to announce a journey between London and Bath by his ear- 
riage. ‘The public were, however, doubtful and diftident of the success of 
such journey; aud Mr. Herapath, of Cranford, at length came to the rescue 
of Mr. Gurney’s improved invention, and, ina long letter in the Dimes,

way, with its levels, did not then suggest itself to either the inventor of 
the carriage, or to the commentater upon if. The latter says:—* Hills 
and loose slippery ground are well known to be the res adverse of steam- 
carriages; on ordinary level roads they will roll along with rapid facility 
Tn every ascent there are two additional cireumstances: inimical to pro- 
gressive motion—one is, that carriages press Jess on the ground of a hill 
than on that of a plain, thus giving the wheels aless forcible grasp or bite; 
the other is more serious. When a carriage ascends a hill, the weight, or 
gravity, of the whole is decomposable into two, one perpendicular, and 
the other parallel, to the road; the former constitutes the pressure on the 
road, the latter the additional work that the engine has to perform. Uni 

yersally this is the same part of the whole carriage and its Joad together, 
which the perpendicular ascent is ofits length. With these principles, if 
we knew the bite of the wheels on the road, we could at once subject the 
powers of Mr. Gurney’s carriage to calculation,” 

Thus reasoned Mr. Herapath, m ignorance, or rather in no anticipation 
of the rail, which was in so short a time subsequently to supersede Mr. 
Gurney’s “ shoe-drags” and “carriers” and “ fly-wheels,” and other apara- 
tus to hold on the road creeping up, and to hold back the velocity going 
down hill. A writer in the At/as, on the same subject, and at the same 
time, observes that, “if this carriage be ultimately found capable of being 
brought into public use, it would probably be most convenient and desir- 
able that several locomotive engiues should be empicyed on one line of 
road, in order that they might be exchanged at certain stages for the pur- 
poses of examination, tightening of screws, and other adjustments, which 
the jolting or passing over the road might render necessary, and for the 
supply of fuel and water.” Sagacious sarans, and knowing men of all 
professions, pronounced the thing to be pretty and interesting as an eaperi- 
ment; but, beyond that, with a scientific shake of the head, they prophe- 
sied it would not be of public utility. Just seventeen years have passed 
over these wise heads since they were so shaken; and, within that period, 
so short even as compared to the duration of man’s life, what wonders 
have we not seen in the application of steam to locomotion alone? 

Having then seen the mighty revolution already effected by it in the 
means of transit, both by land and sea, are we prepared to say, that the 
results of that revolution will be stayed in their onward course ?—as well 
may we expect that the development of the power of the steam-engine it- 
self in its progress to perfection will be paralised—and this brings us back 
to our position respecting the great benefits which Ireland must derive from 
this revolution in the method of locomotion, trom the facility of transit af- 
forded by railways, and from the very act of constructing those railways. 
In the first place, we have pointed out the national benetit which, chiefly 
through means of that facility of transit, will result from the developement 
of the mineral resources of Ireland—resourees, when duly developed, as 
abundant in their kind as are those of a similar kind in the mining districts 
of Great Britain.—Secondly, we have touched upon the social advantages 
which must inevitably flow from the greatly enlarged demand for labour 
induced by the construction of railways in Ireland. To want of employ- 
ment for the industrial classes in that country is chiefly and justly traced, 
not alone the poverty-stricken and most miserable condition of those classes, 
both agricultural labourers and artisans, but also, as a necessary concomit- 
ant of that condition, the discontent, disaffection—and, in too many in- 
stances, desperation, of the majority of them. Upon want ot employment 
for the masses, the political agitator founds his system of agitation; and 
works the so rendered, by want of employment, discontented, disaffected, 
and desperate masses, to the adoption and the carrying out of his own po- 
litical schemes, however wild, or chimerical, or cunning, or selfish, or even 
desperate, those schemes may be. To devise the means, or the mode of 
employment for the starving people of Ireland, the Government and the 
Legislature of this great; and, as a whole, most prosperous empire, have 
been heretofore puzzled, if aot utterly, at a loss. The system of railways 
has come to their relief: the problem of how to provide present employ- 
ment for the poor Irish, is solved by it. Already has the enormous outlay 
of 7,598,035/. in the construction of Irish railways commenced. In the 
last session alone, Acts for the construction of 6444 miles of such works, 
at the cost of the sum specified, have been passed. Lt isnottoo improbable to 
conjecture, that a sum of similar amount will be embraced in the estimates of 
lines to be applied for in the next session of Parliament. . 

Already, as we observe by the Ivish newspapers, have the wages .of 
labour advanced two-thirds.

Lastly, we have alluded to the stimulus which the trade, commerce, and 
manufactures of Ireland must necessarily receive from the facility and 
cheapness of transit afforded by railways ; and here, we may observe, that 
in this respect Treland has vastly more in proportion to gain by them than 
England, as slié posstsses not only more natutal advantages for trade, 
codterd, and manufactutes, than the latter, but is at present, in a mea- 
sure, in her infancy of each—England having already attained her matu- 
rity in all. With this general development of our notions in respect to 
the effect of railways, in developing the mineral and other resources of Ire- 
land, we close the subjéct for the present.

We have lately referred in the Mining Journal to the infamous 
monopoly exercised by the Hon. East India Company over the salt 
trade in India generally ; but, more particularly, to the restrictive 
duties imposed by this powerful body on the importation of British 
manufactured salt into the Indian Empire, which is wot ouly a most 
impolitic, but arbitrary, exaction, seriously prejudicial to the com- 
mercial welfare and enterprise of our white salt proprietors in 
Cheshire, Worcestershire, &c. The Iidian Govertiment has issued 
a proclamation, pledging itself to make no alteration in tlie price of 
salt, or in the import duty, before the 1st of April, 1846, under the 
snakish generosity that it will give the merchants of Liverpool, Che- 
shire, and Worcestershire, a fair opportunity »f proving the supe- 
riority of British salt over that produced in India, or showing its 
inferiority. This is, without exception, one of the most /éberal com- 
panies known throughout the face of the globe, as they are ashamed 
to acknowledge the disgraceful monopoly they wield in the Indian 
Presidencies of Bombay, Madras, Bengal, and Calcutta, not only 
over salt, the most necessary article to the natives and the health of 
Europeans, but nearly everything that can in the least tend totheir 
comforts. This monopoly is, therefore, to be continued until the 
1st of April next, a rather ominous day for these solons to come to 
their senses, to throw off, or mitigate, the slavish enactments that 
have been exercised since they have been the lords of that portion 
of Asia—nous verrons. In the meantime, it is highly satisfactory to 
us, but will be more particularly so to those more closely interested in 
the salt trade, to know that the Bombay Hurharu and the Bombay 
Courier have warmly advocated the cause of the British white salt 
manufacturer, and thrown down the guantlet against this infamous 
system of the Eastern nabobs. It is impossible to conceive in this 
country the treatment exercised towards the zemindar in the Bengal 
presidency by the authorities. In the presidency of Bombay, it is 
true, that a person manufacturing salt, in contravention of the law, 
is liable to imprisonment, or fine, or even both ; whereas, in Bengal 
and the north-western provinces, the landed proprietor, or farmer, 
on whose land salt may perchance be manufactured without his 
knowledge or consent, is subjected toa fine of 500 rupees upon every 
conviction. It has been proved, that the Liverpool merchant can 
lay down at Calcutta all the salt that may be required by the com- 
pany at 40 per cent. less than the monopoly prices, and very large 
shipments, we understand, are now making at Liverpool for Hong 
Kong, China, and for the different presidences of India, notwith- 
standing these exorbitant monepolising duties, and even then ata 
profit compared to what the natives can produce it. The condition 
of the people in the locahities where the manufacture of salt is estab- 
lished, is, doubtless, misery of the greatest nature, exposed to the 
ravages of wild beasts of prey, and the most unhealthy climate, be- 
sides many privations. The zemindars are responsible, though not 
living on the spot, for every infraction of the salt laws, by their ryots 
for every choolah, into which the wretched inhabitants of the Sun- 
derbunds let a little salt water flow, for the sake of the small de- 
posit of salt it may leave after evaporation. The zemindar is subject 
to a fine of 500 rupees, and even were he absent 500 miles off at the 
time of the offence, that will not exempt him from the liability. 
Within the last three years there have been upwards of 500 to 600 
fines, varying from 500 to 12,000 rupees, and there is now a case 
proceeding against a zemindar, for a fine of 12,000 rupees, who was 
far distant when the offence against these monopolising laws was 
committed by some poor wretch in his employ. ‘This tyranny is con- 
tinually creating disturbances throughout the country, and it is only 
by the most rigorous and severe punishments that the Company can

ployment, and thus insuring them all the necessaries and some of 
the comforts of life. It is here evident the Irish peasant is not the 


untamed brute he is represented, but their warm and hearty cheers 
at particular parts of the speeches made on the occasion, assure us 
that every such annual scene advances the civilization of the dis- 
trict, and that, at no distant day, the once ragged, half-starved, and 
proverbially brutal inhabitants of Connemara will become a race 
of thrifty, frugal, and independent agriculturalists. We have not 
space to follow out the line of observation which naturally suggests 
itself on this occasion, but we most heartily recommend to our 
readers a careful perusal of the article in question. 
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In the iron districts of England, as also in Scotland, the demand 
for both bar and pig continues on the increase, and another rise in 
price is the consequence. In Scotland heavy transactions have taken 
place in pig-iron at 42, though many holders are not selling under 
4/. 10s. per ton; bars are quoted at 9/., with considerable business 
doing, and the prevailing opinion is, that prices must go up. The 
Staffordshire iron masters have issued circulars to the trade, in- 
forming them that no further orders can be taken under an advance 
of 20s. per ton on bars, and 10s. on pigs. There is nothing in the 
present aspect of affairs to lead us to doubt, but that, these prices 
will be maintained, or even still further advance, as the demand for 
railway iron must continue for years. We only hope that in the 
anxiety to realise the utmost profit that this demand will create, the 
price is not forced up to that unhealthy state, which will be sure to 
cause a reaction, inflict a corresponding stagnation in the trade, and 
destroy the very object which the parties concerned had in view, 
while, by keeping at fair and even largely remunerating prices, a 
sound, healthy, and long continued course of prosperous trading will 
be the result, beneficial alike to the capitalist, the miner, and the 
consumer. Since writing the above, we have received the follow- 
ing interesting remarks from an intelligent correspondent :— 

“ The iron trade is daily becoming of more and more interest, not only 
in this country, but in France, Belgium, Sweden, and the north of Europe, 
as railways progress, and extensive are the contracts that have been en- 
tered into by the iron masters of England and the continent, to meet the 
demands that are so rapidly on the incréase, not only for railway materiel, 
but iron for ship buiding, now making so wonderful a progress all over 
Europe, and even in the East and West Indies. We understand (as we 
predicted some time ago), there is likely to be a general rise of this metal 
throughout the United Kingdom and on the continent, as the iron masters 
are so pressed for supplies, and railway contractors wish to proceed with 
locomotive speed. Several of the large firms in South Staffordshire have 
issued printed circulars, announeing that they have advanced the price of 
bars 20s. and pigs 10s, per ton on the former quotations, and that no orders 
will be accepted under thig advance, which has been caused, partially, 
through the pressure for iron, to supply the new lines now in progress, and 
also the small quantity of the ready material on hand to meet the emer- 
geucy. The iron masters never were so busy as at present in Wales, Staf- 
fordshire, and other large mining districts, and at good remunerating 
prices ; the farnaces have not only been increased, but are in full work night 
arid day, as there is no lack of ore and coal. The progress that has been 
made within the last six years in this country, in the building of iron 
steamers, and many of them of very large magnitude, the Great Britain to 
New York, the Hindostan and the Bentinck in the Indian Ocean, from 
Calcutta to Suez, and many others of minor tonage, now building in the 
royal docks and other yards, is causing a demand for sheet and cast-iron, 
that was little anticipated. ‘The French Government is also making grgat 
improvements in the amelioration of its navy, but particularly their arfned 
steam vessels. Several iron steam-ships have been ordered by the Mimister 
of Marine, to be constructed at. Brest, Cherbourg, Indret, Roclfort, La 
Rochelle, Bayonne, and Toulon. The Penguin sloop of war has been built 
of iron, with a steam-engine of thirty-horse power, as an experiment: she 
was constructed by Messrs. Mazeline Brothers, of Havre-de-Grace, who 
have received orders, should she prove to answer, to build four others. The 
building of iron-vessels, which less than half a century ago, would have been 
look upon as a chimera is daily gaining more renown, not only in this 
country, but all over mercantile Europe, which only shows what invention 
and the perseverance of man will accomplish. There is a general rise in 
iron now taking place all over the continent, in consequence of the vast 
railway and steam navigation speculations. 

“ As connected with the present position of the iron trade on the conti- 
nent, the following quotations, that have been made from official returns, 
may also be interesting to your readers :—At the last contract entered 
into at Brussels for rails and chairs, the price of rails was 12/. 10s. to 131. 
per ton, and chairs 9/. 5s. to 9/. 10s. per ton, which is an increase of 20 per 
cent. since the 10th of August last, and this is even 12s. to 16s. cheaper 
than in France, where iron is on the rise to a great extent. At the foun- 
dries of Saint Dizier it is daily becoming higher, half rock iron being at 
141. 10s. to 15/. per ton ; the fine iron of Berry is at 19/.15s., and wrought 
iron at 20/. 16s.; the general average price at the private forges is, for 
cast-iron from 7/. 10s. to 81, and at Montlucon cast metal is selling at 
6/. 5s. to 6/. 10s. the 100 kil., or two ewts., with a general tendency to an 
advance. The following is the progress making at the forges at Terre- 
noire and Lorme, in the department of La Loire, the gas from the high 
furnaces is used for heating the steam-engines that work the bellows, as 
well as for heating the air of the high furnaces, At Lorrette the steam- 
engine boiler is heated by the gas that comes from the remelting oven. 
The high furnaces of La Jahotiere in the Lower Loire, that had not been 
at work for several years, has been reconstructed, and is heated by Welsh 
anthracite coal and ¢oke produced from the coal mines of the department. 
This furnace produces cast metal of a very superior quality for moulding. 
The proprietor of the work at Pont Eveque, in the department of the 
Isere, has been making some very extensive and important experiments to 
submit cast-metal to puddleage when ina liquid state, immediately it comes 
from the high furnaces, the result of which have been most satisfactory, as, 
by this new method, they can pass through the puddling furnace nine‘to 
ten loads of cast-metal within the twelve hours, instead of only six ; it 
yields the same quantity of iron part f the ordinary system, and the iron 
thus obtained is of a far superior ity, and one great advantage is, that 
the consumption of fuel is reduced by 30 and 40 per cent. At the forges 
of Bauclin, in the Jura, the gas from the high furnaces is employed for 
heating a steam-engine that works the bellows. At the manufactory of 
Ichoux and Pontens, in the Llandes, the Comtoise system for the refining 
of cast-metal is adopted, and has produced a very economy in the 
manufacture of iron, At Orthes the refining, which used to be formally 
on the Walonne system, has been replaced by the above method, which is 
found far superior. At the works of Treveray, in the department of the 
Meuse and Montblainville, gas is used for puddling from a refining fur- 
nace, heated with charcoal and a mixture of dry wood. The heating of 
steam-boilers by gas is now generally adopted in nearly all the depart- 
ments throughout France being a great saving of fuel. I have made 
the above few remarks, as they show that, both in France and Belgium, 
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} ~~ ve. y HOF SPAIN. 
We have, in previous numbers of the Mining Journal, alluded to the 
mineral wealth of Spain, and we are glad to see the progress now making 
to work the hidden treasures she poss¢8ses. In its‘mifieral resources, Spain 
is @ privileged land ; yet,in no other coantry in Europe basso little been done 
in Metallurgy, although it can be prosecuted under the most favourable 
circumstances—richness of ore, abundance of fuel, facilities for working, 
works uninterrupted; with cheapniéss of carriage and labour—the two great 
stimuli to mining operations. A company is now forming under the most 
auspicious expectations by Messrs, Ferrere Brothers, of Paris, for working 
of ve mines of copper, two mines of cobalt, accompanied with nickel, two 
mines of argentiferous lead, in the preparation of 6000 ewt. of Copper 
mineral extracted, and in purchasing ‘siiccessively several mines, the import - 
ance and productiveness of which have been ascertained, they contain ores 
of silver, zinc, iron, &e.;,and also exploriiig the eountry generally under 
the guidance of a board of engineers, with, a view to purehase for the com- 
pany, at a sthall outlay, a considerable number of mines, from which a se- 
lection may be made for working. It is evident that mines can now be 
bought in Spain which will treble the value in a very few years on thé 
opening of the railways for which the Government: has contracted with 
nglish companies, and that will traverse the country in every direction. 
he mines they intend to work consist chiefly of copper, argentiferous 
lead, cobalt, and nickel ; the copper ores produce on an average from 25 to 26 
per cent. Qne mine is situated on the frontier of the Asturias, in the pro- 
vince of Leon; the lode of this mine is twenty-seven feét thick, ‘arrd is visible 
at the surface of the earth over an extent of 600 yards. It has been worked 
for a length of ninety feet in the open air, without shaft or gallery, and 
without using gunpowder. 4000 arrobas, or 50 tons, of pure mineral have 
been extracted. Over the mine there are woods in abundance, and, at a 
distance of three leagues, coal mines. In the neighbourhood there are iron- 
works situated on the River Sil, which runs by the vein towards its base, 
whilst the stream of the Tejedo crosses it vertically; the mountain is per- 
pendieular, and the lode runs from ¢ast to west. “Between the mouth of 
| the mine, and the stream of Tejedo, there ure arable larids, in which the 
lode disappears; but, towards the middle of the stream, the current of 
water is so rapid as to form cascades, which, in the fall, have brougtit to 
light the lode. On that spot, instead of copper, an ‘auriferous mineral is 
visible, which has already produced native golé. This spot belongs to the 
mine, and will be examined by the company with the greater confidence, 
as from ose ee to below the mine the stream brings down earth, which, 
on being washed, yields gold. ‘The mine is a quarter of a league from the 
village of Tejedo, and fourteen leagues from he port of Aviles, and one 
advantages is, that there is a waggon road which leads to it. Provisions are 
abundant, and labour is four reals (10d.) a day, which may appear very 
little in this country, but everything is so reasonable in Spain that the s6- 
ber and industrious miners can live comfortably upon it. One great ad- 
vantage of this mine is, that it is dry, and can be worked at all times of 
the year. There are four other copper mines belonging to Messrs. Ferrere’s, 
situated in Rioja, near the high road to Vittoria, and eleven leagues ftorn 
that town: they are dry, and can be worked throughout the year, and only 
half a league from each other, and 250 tons have already been extracted. 
The whole ground is covered with old dross, which proves its richness; 
and one great advantage is, that the mountain is wooded so as to supply 
fuel in abundance. A river passess by the mine, which turns the sills 
the whole year, and an ancient convent belonging to the mine can serve 
as a forge. The general aspect of the country is auriferous, which has 
justly caused the sources of the rivers-in the vicinity 6f the mines to be 
called from time immemorial, “ Fuentes del Oro” (fountains of gold). 
This ground will be explored by the company, as well as a mine of argen- 
tiferous lead, which produces by smelting experiments 82 pet cent. of lead, 
and contains 7 lbs. 14 dwts. of fine silver in the ton of ore. _ It is situated 
in the province of Vittoria, seven leagues and a half from Bilboa. This 
mine is dry, and ean be worked throughout the year. It is surrounded by 
wood, and is near some iron- works; it is 600 feet from a river, and a quarter 
of a league from. three villages and the high road. The lode, which is 
nine feet thick, runs from east to west vertically, Ata quarter of a league 
from this mine there is onethat is being worked, the galena of which yields 
80 per cent. of lead, and half an ounce of silver, and’is very profitable. 
There is a mine of galena, half a league from the preceding one, and seven 
leagues and a half from Bilboa: it can be worked at all times of the year; 
it lies against a chain of mountains, is near to the high road, and only 
twenty-four yards from a village: the lode, which is about five feet thick, 
runs from east to west, and lies almost vertically to the south; a shaft of 
forty-two féet has been sunk, and about ten tons of ore have been already 
extracted. This mine was granted in 1523 by the King of Spain to his 
major-domo Don Agustin Urbina as a silver mine. There is also a mine 
of cobalt, yielding 94 per cent. of cobalt, situated in the province of Arra- 
gon, and only four leagues from the frontier of France; and a mine of 
nickel and cobalt in the same spot, yielding 18} per cent. of cobalt, and 
14 per cent. of nickel, which will be worked by the company. There is, 
therefore, no doubt that in a few. years hence mining operations will 
be prosecuted ona large scale in Spain, notonly by the Andalusian Company, 
which has already proved a very profitable enterprise, but by the Spanish 
Mining Company. No country’in Europe offers so many mineral re- 
sources as Iberia; but, by foreign invasion, and political civil wars, she 
has been reduced to the most degraded state among nations. A newera 
is now likely to restore her once more, by English and French industry, to 
become what she formerly was~one of the first kingdoms among the 
powers of the old world. 











Raitways tn Spain.—With the numerous projects presented to the 
public, as relates to railway undertakings, it has been to us a matter of 
surprise, that while France, Prussia, = tall and other countries, have 
raised vast capitals with the abject of constructing railways, and thus fa- 
cilitating the transit and cconomising money, as well as time, that Spain 
should have made so little progress. It may be, and undoubtedly is, to be 
attributed to the unfortunately disturbed state of that country which all 
must deplore ; for, whether we look upon it as one of mineral wealth, or 
as regards its surface products, there can be but one opinion as to the 
value and importance to be attached to the country, or those projects 
which are at once calculated to be not only beneficial to the nation as 
employing -capital, but, at the same time, hold out profit to those who 
may embark in undertakings which may fairly be ex d to yield large 
returns, if common prudence and honesty only be pana At present 
the lines before the public are those of the Royal North of Spain, the Cen- 
tral of Spain, and that lately announced as the Madrid and Valentia. In 
addition to them, it will be observed, by an advertisement in our columns 
of to-day, that the first section of a northern provincial railway in Spain 
is projected from Rivadesella to Mieres, with, branch to Oviedo. “This 
road will forma grand northern trunk from Bayonne to the Atlantic, 
running parallel with the Asturian range of the Pyrennees, on that side 
open to the sea, and which may be said to embrace the principal mineral 
districts of Spain, whether we regard the ores of copper, lead, tin, or 
iron, while the vast tract of coal will, doubtless, tind distant markets coast- 
ver when these facilities are afforded.

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IRISH WASTE LAND IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY. 
DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES AT THE KILKERRIN ESTATE. 


The annual distribution of prizes to the tenantry on this thriving estate took 
place at the Farmery, ou Tuesday last, the 9th inst., and we will venture 
to assert, that a sight more truly gratifying to all those interested in the 
elevation and improvement of the Irish peasant, was never presented in 
Connemara, Colonel Robinson, the managing director of the society’s es- 
tatés, assistéd by Major Beamish, of Cork, one of the principal proprietors, 
and Mr, Hazell, the steward, had been actively engaged during the pre- 
vious‘ week in a minute-examination of the several farms, homesteads, 
stock, &¢., With a view to the approaching adjudication, and at one o'clock 
on the above-named day, the numerous tenantry of this extensive property, 
which comprises a tract of 9000 statute aeres, clad in their holiday attire, 
assembled ona large oper. space in rear of the homestead—the competitors 
for prizes, full of anxious expectation, and the whole partaking of those 
grateful feelings, which the operations of this seciety are so well calculated 
to create in the minds of their tenants. s 

By a singular coincidence, a “ Pattern,” in honour of St. Kieran—whose 
seclusion here in the early ages of Christianity had given the name to the 
estate, arid whose holy well and grave stand upon the side of the hill eon- 
tiguous to the farmery—fell upon the same day ; and the early part of the 
morning having been occupied with devotional perambulations, tents now 


» rose upon the green slope in front of the shrine ; the several providers, of 


rural refreshment—some having come from Clifden, a distance of thirty 
miles—opened their stores, and the merrymaking commenced among the 
younger portion of the pilgrims, while the elder, or more seriously-dis- 
posed, repaired to the adjacent farmerty, to witness the distribution | of 
prizes, Sonie of the gentry from Roundstone had also been attracted by 
the proposed festivities, and nearly the whole of the strangers having come 
by water, the little harbour of Glenmore was quite alive with hookers, full 
twefity sail of which lay anchored in the bay. 

Colonel Rosryson, holding in his hand the prize list, now called atten- 
tion, and addressing the tenantry, said—Men of Kilkerrin: this is now the 
fourth year that it has been my duty, as managing director of this estate, 
to award you prizes for agricultural improvements, and other matters con- 
nected with your advancement. On this occasion I have been assisted by 
Major Beamish, of Cork, one of the principal proprietors, and I am happy 
to have his corroboration of the improvements which have taken place in 
your condition and conduct, and the readiness with which, with few excep- 
tions, you have shown to follow the good advice of our excellent steward, 
Mr. Hazell, who, I am sure, you are now fully satisfied, has your interest 
at heart. (Cheers,) It is almost unnecessary for me to point out to you, 
how the produce of your farms has increased by following his advice, by 
steadily continuing to reclaim your land, and add to your corn and green 
crops. -Whén we came into passession, the whole 9000 acres could only 
send into market about twenty tons of oats—your fences were rurning 
zigzag up the hills, like the course of a stream—your low lands were swamps, 
fit for nothing but snipe-shooting—and your dwellings were holes like tye 
abodes of wild Indias. (Laughter.) This year the estate will send i 
market eighty tons of oats, an increase of fourfold in your corn crops— 
turnips, rape, and clover, are springing up in nearly every town land— 
your fences are straight—your swamps are drained, or in progress of drain- 
ing—and your houses are, at least, fit for human beings to live in, although 
much still remains to be done in this particular. We shall give several 
prizes to day for clean houses to some very creditable tenants—Thomas 
Powell, in particular, whose whitewashed walls, bright dresser, well-built 
windows, and neat approach, are a credit to the society ; but there is a cer~ 
tain rookery, called Rusheen,which is much in want of the sweeping-brush—

tained by peoplewho know much more about farming than either you or I, 
or even Mr. Hazell, that turnips, particularly Swedes, give the best winter 
feeding for cattle, and the best manure for all kinds of crops. Not tem- 
porary manure, like sea weed, or sea sand, which, from long habit, you 
all fancy to be the best, but permanent, lasting manure, that will give you 
four crops. Turnips will feed your cows when the grass has melted away, 
and they come moaning, half starved, to your doors, looking for food 
which you have not to give ; for few of you have hay, and you want the 
potatoes for yourselves—and they yield, as I said before, the best manure 
that can be put upon the field. ‘Therefore, my lads, don’t forget the tur- 
nips, and let them be well thinned and weeded ; nine inches from plant to 
plant—if you make it a foot, no matter—and not a dock or thistle to be 
seen. The next point is lime, to which the colonel has already called your 
attention. Is it not extraordinary, that no man on the estate would take 
the trouble to manure an acre of land with lime, although a prize of 51. 
value was offered, and a kiln built by the company, that will burn 100 bar- 
rels? Why, the value of the prize would have been more than the cost of 
the lime and labour. You get limestone for the trouble of fetching it from 
the Isles of Arran—which providence seems to have placed within your 
reach, for the express purpose of fertilising this granitic soil—and you have 
turf for the trouble of cutting it. Perhaps you think that lime is not good 
for the land? You never were more mistaken : it is the lime in the sea-sand 
which makes it of use. Lime is second only to the manure produced by 
house-feeding on turnips, and for some descriptions of land, like your 
boggy slopes, it is the very best that can be applied—the best wheat is 
grown on limestone land. Besides, the sea-weed, of which you are all so 
fond, will soon fall short of your wants, and you must look out in time for 
other manures. Recollect that, notwithstanding the great increase of til- 
lage here since the estate comé into our possession, not more than one- 
sixteenth part of the reclaimable land has yet been cultivated ; it is utterly 
impossible, therefore, that sea-weed can continue to be collected in this bay, 
in sufficient quantity to supply the increasing wants of the estate. The 
next point to which I would allude, is the want of neatness and cleanliness 
about the approaches to your houses— inside they are not so bad. I par- 
ticularly allude to Rusheen, alias Vinegar-hill. (Laughter.) Here is a vil- 
lage gifted by nature with every requisite for making it the neatest on the 
estate—a clear mountain stream running through the middle, a beauti- 
ful bay in front, perfect natural drainage, facilities for washing, in short, 
every advantage that situation can give ; and yet with all these natural gifts, 
I have no hesitation in saying, that Rushcen is the dirtiest village on the es- 
tate. What will strangers say to Rusheen when they come, by-and-bye, 
‘to drive by the new road through the property? let us brush up, therefore, 
and prepare for their reception. Some of you, I hear, are impatient about 
your leases; but the simple cause of the delay is our unwillingness to put 
you to unnécessary expense. The stamp for a lease of thirty-one years 
would now cost you 2/, 2s., whereas next year you would probably get it 
‘or 2s, 6d., in consequenee of a proposed change in the law, recommended 
by the land commissioners. Now, I need not ask you, whether you would 
rather pay 27. 2s, or 2s. 6d. (Laughter.) There are 160 tenants on this 
estate : now 160 tenants, multiplied by two guineas, makes (according to 
Cocker) 320 guineas; while 160 tenants, multiplied by 2s. 6d., makes only 
201. Do you ghink you can afford to pay 320 guineas? (No.) and is it 
not better to Wait a little, and get the leases for 20/.? 

A Voicr.—Your word is as good as a lease. Major Beamisa,—I 
won't say that, but of this you may be certain, that you are as sure of your 
leases as if you had them in your pockets, for your names are all register- 
ed in the company’s office in London. (Cheers.) I shall now only add 
my hopes and entreaties, that you will, follow the advice of your good 
and true friend, Colonel Robinson (cheers), and set an example this even- 
ing of peace and good order. Keep the sticks quiet (laughter), or if they 
| are raised, let it be like the staff of a policeman, to keep the peace, and 
not to engage in foolish broils. (Cheers. ) 

After an early dinner at the farmery, the directors, accompanied by all 
tle strangers who had partaken of Mr. Hazell’s hospitality, adjourned to 
the “ tented field,” and, although they found no evidence of a “total ab- 
stinence society,” Father Mathews’ doctrine had so far prevailed—that the

Camrron’s CoaLBrook Stream Coan anp Swansua anp LoveHor 
| Raipway Company.—The prospectus of a company, having for its ob- 
| ject the working of an extensive tract of coal, comprising a surface of 1300 
| acres, with six beds or seams of coal, which basset out at surface, the thick- 
ness varying from two to six feet, has been lately issued, connecting there- 
with the formation of a line of railway from Loughor to Swansea, a dis- 
tance of about six miles, for the more ready and economical transit of the 
collieries. The daily increasing value of the coal of this district, as well 
as the general application of that description known as steam-coal, from 
the peculiar properties it possesses, as well as the easy cost at which it is 
rendered, has of late attracted the attention of capitalists, and the present 
company is formed on a scale commensurate to the magnitude of the un- 
dertaking. It is assumed that 120,000 tons of coal, raised from the work- 
ings at present opened, with some slight extension, will yield, at the pre- 
sent moment, without the advantage attendant on railway transit, a pro- 
fit of 27,0007. per annum, the estimate in the prospectus being 18,0001, 
after allowing 5 per cent. interest on the capital; while, by the construc- 
tion of a line of railway, which.may be effected at an outlay of 40,0001, 
contemplated in the capitai of the company, would increase the net re- 
turns to 39,600/., or 20 per cent. on the entire capital of the company, 
assuming the whole amount to be paid up; but, inasmuch, that only a 
portion of the capital will be required, say 120,000/, or 6/. per share, the 
principal part of purchase money being paid from the net profits of the 
undertaking, it will be at once seen that the returns will be equal to 33 
per cent., assuming the railway to be formed; and as an evidence of the 
opinion entertained of the value of the property, we find that upwards of 
one-third of the shares have been taken by the parties to whom the 
property belongs, which is in itself a sufficient proof, were any necessary, 
of the value attached to the collieries, which, we may observe, are now in 
active operation. We may remark, as regards the superiority of the coal 
worked on this estate, that by experiments made by order of Govern- 
ment at her Majesty’s dockyard Woolwich, while the Merthyr coal eva- 
porated only 8 lbs. df water to the pound of fuel consumed, Cameron’s 
steam-coal was found to give a result of 9 lbs. 72.0z., or an increase of 
nearly 20 per cent., the relative proportion of cubic feet of water evapo- 
rated per hour, being in the one instance 49} ft., and in the other, 53$ft.; 
in making the comparison, we have taken a medium trial, as in ghe case 
of the Hartley main, the result was only 6 lbs, 14} 0z., and 43 cubic feet 
of water evaporated inthe hour. From an analysis, made by Dr. Ure, it 
appears that the coal does not emit any smoke, and its specific gravity is 
1'318, and on reduction into coke, 81 parts were obtained, producing “ a 
most intense heat.” _ We cannot dwell upon the details of the project, 
which will be found fully entered upon in the prospectus of the under- 
taking inserted in our columns of to-day, but, at a time when capital is 
flowing so rife into speculations of railways, and others, where the returns 
are not so manifest as in the present instance, we are glad to find atten- 
tion directed to our mineral resources, and more pags as tending to 
the advantage of steam communication, which is so rapidly progressing.

| A special general meeting of the proprietors of this company was held 
this day (Saturday, the 20th inst.), at their offices, Villiers-street, Strand, 
for the purpose ‘of leasing the bridge, 
Wiitiam Hawes, Esq., in the chair, 
The Secrerary read the report, which was as follows :— 
REPORT. 

Your directors report that, after considerable negotiation, the deputy-chaitman of this 
company agreed, subject to the approval of the Board, to lease the bridge to the Central 
Terminus Company on the following terms :—186,000/., being 160,000 for the bridge, and 
26,0007. the debt of the company, reserving the rights of the Market Company, and also 
reserving to each proprietor the right of taking a moiety in cash and a moiety in shares 
of the Central Terminus Company. That this offer was unanimously approved by the 
board, and at its next meeting, Sept. 4, it was resolved to submit it to a special general 
meeting of the proprietors, and which meeting has been called for this day. That the 
half-yearly general meeting of the company intervening between the earliest period which 
could be fixed for the special general meeting, your directors resolved to lay the propo- 
sal.of the Central Terminus Company immediately before it, and they were gratified to 
find it met with the unanimous support of the shareholders present, who represented 
nearly one-half of the stock of the company. 

‘That at the board on Thursday, the 18th inst., a letter was read from Mr. Fuller, an 
auctioneer, offering, on behalf of a company, which he states is to be formed, but which 
is not yet in existence, higher terms for the bridge ; but your directors, conceiving they 
had already completed, as far as they could, an advantageous treaty with the Central 
Terminus Railway Company, declined to entertain the proposition until the determina- 
tion of the shareholders on the resolution to be submitted to-day had been taken, and 
which your directors confidently believe will be found to be most advantageous to the 
company. — : 

The object of the meeting was to allow the directors of the Charing-cross 
Bridge to grant a lease to the Central Railway Company. This was 
strongly opposed by the ‘Hungerford-Market Company, and the metting 
was nothing but an uprodrious law-point litigation between the parties, 
whether the Charing-cross Bridge directors had the right to grant such 
a lease. The case was pretty well decided by the Act of Parliament, but 
the solicitors of each company rose objections,. The hon. chairman then 
said—* Shall I take the approval or disapproval. by a show of hands?” 
—The show of hands was greatly in favour of the arrangements the com- 
pany proposed to enter into; but the opposite party called for having the 
votes entered individually, whether pro or con, as wellas the proxies; after 
some time, it was proposed that each proprietor should enter into the next 
room and sign his name. The result was, that there were 197 for the pro- 
posal of the directors, and 124 against; therefore, giving seventy-three ma- 
jority, confirming the views of the company, w hich was received with much 
pleasure. It is due to state, that the calm manner in which Mr. Hawes con- 
ducted the whole arduous duty he had imposed upon him was highly cre- 
ditable to his honourable feelings as a gentleman. 





EpinBurGu AnD NorTHERN RarLway Company.—With a view of ren- 
dering this line of railway of the utmost public utility, it is the intention 
of the’ company to apply in the next session of Parliament for powers to 
make three branches—viz., one from the main line, near Markinch, by the 
River Leven, to! Leslie; one from near the same spot to Anstruther; and 
a third from the town and harbour of Kirkaldy, to the coal-fields of 
Lochgelly, and the town of Dunfermline. For these purposes, a capital is 
to be raised of 390,000/., in 15/. shares, to be appropriated among the pre- 
sent shareholders, provided they give fourteen days notice of such inten- 
tion from the 15th instant, on which day a meeting was held at the Royal 
Hotel, Edinburgh, which was very numerously attended, and the regolu- 
tions [for which sce our advertising columns], were unanimously adopted. 
From the report of Mr. Grainger, the engincer, it would appear there are 
no difficulties of an engineering character to contend with, there is no tun- 
nelling required, and the gradients are casy, and these works, upon the 
whole, are looked upon as likely to prove important feeders to the trunk 
line. The chairman (John Learmonth, Esq.) spoke at considerable length, 
taking a very comprehensive view of the subject; he stated it was the opi- 
nion of the directors, and they should advise the shareholders, to employ 
every possible means to keep the whole railway communication of the 
county of Fife as much as possible to themsclves, and, more particularly. 
as they would be supported by the most influential of the landed pro- 
prietary; it had also been proposed to erect a new bridge over the Tay at 
Newburgh, at an expense of from 100,000/. to 120,000/, which would, 
doubtless, prove of great utility to the company; these several extensions 
of the original line are considered of much importance to the company; 
the whole length of the branches will be about twenty miles; and the one 
to the Lochgelly and other coal- fields is expected to make an ample return 
by the coal traffic alone, while the others traverse populous districts, which 
will secure an ample return from the transit of passengers and goods. 


Rise OF THE Price or Iron in FrRaNcE.—It is now well ascertained 
that the iron mines of France, the number of which that are worked is very 
limited, compared with the quantity of ore that abounds in the country, 
are far from being able to supply the present demandsrequired for railway 
speculations, and the building of iron steamers and machinery ; and she must 
ultimately allow the importation of this requisite metal either from this 
country or Belgium. The price of half rock iron at Parisis 15l. to 151. 5s. 
the 100 kilogrammes (or 2 cwts.), and as the ironmusters of St. Dizier, one 
of the most abundant iron districts have announced their intention to sell 
it at 13/. 10s. to 142, the consequence is, that the great ironmanufacturers 
of the capital have no chance of making sales. Flat or sheet-iron is also 
on the rise, and although it is delivered at Paris at the rate of 127, 12s. 
from Chatillon, the quotation made by the Parisian factor is from 131. 5s. to 
13/, 15s., and even at that price there is not much in the market. Every 
description of metal is on the rise; iron rods have increased upwards of 
10 per cent., and iron screws as much as 25 per cent. The demand for 
iron is becoming daily greater, and there is no doubt that the price will 
still be much higher in a few months, so as to enable the contractors to 
carry out the numerous lines in progress, and those that have been lately 
adjudicated, which will be laid down with all expedition; among them 
may be named the Great Northern line from Paris to Calais and the Bel- 
gium frontier, and from Fampoux to Hazebrouck ; that from Avignon to 
Marseilles is nearly finished, and the line from Paris to Strasbourg, Tours, 
and Nantes will be granted at the end of October, Criel to St. Quentin in 
Nov., and from Paris to Lyons and Lyons to Avignon in Dec.. which will 
complete the grand line from Calais and Boulogne to the Mediterranean. 


INFRINGEMENT OF THE Patent Laws—Tur Dry Gas Merer.—An 
application was made to the Vice-Chancellor of England, at his court, 
held at Whitburn Rectory, near Sunderland, Durham, which shows, in 
an eminent degree, the strange anomaly existing in our patent laws, 
which, under pretence of granting an individual a sole license for the 
manufacture of a useful invention, in 1844, grants to another, in 1845, a 
patent for a similar plan, at an expense of about 135/. for England alone. 
thus leaving the parties, on their interests clashing, no other alternative 
but having recourse to the “ glorious uncertainty of the law,” at a ruinous 
cost, in many cases double the original éxpenses of the patent. This 
application was made on behalf of Mr, A Croll, the patentee of certain 
improvements in the dry gas meter, for an injunction to restrain the 
defendants, Mr. 'T. Edge, of Peter-street, Westminster, and Mr. A. Wright, 
of South Lambeth, from manufacturing or selling any dry gas meters 
containing his improvements. It appeared that in March, 1844, one Mr. 
Wn. Richards obtained the patent in question, and the manufacture of 
meters had been extensively carried on by him and Mr. Croll, in part- 
nership, until June, 1845, when such partnership was dissolved, and the 
business conducted by the plaintiff alone. The improvement. consisted 
in the manner of arranging the diaphragms or flexible plates, which are 
so connected with the arms as to move in one direction only, and the 
leather or other flexible material of which they are composed no longer 
forms the measuring chamber, by which means they become much cor- 
roded by the action of the gas. The plaintiff had accidentally heard of 
the infringement, and purchased one of Edge’s manufacture, which it 
appeared Wright had obtained a patent for subsequently to the plaintiff. 
The Vice-Chancellor, after carefully examining the two meters, granted 
the injunction in the form prayed. A letter has since appeared in a 
morning paper from the solicitor of the defendants, in which he com- 
plains that no notice was given of the intended application: for the injunc- 
tion, the obtaining of which on ex parte.statements is likely ta: be injurious 
to his clients, and that steps are being taken to procure the dissolution 
of the said injunction. tty eet sat

The promoters of the Great Western Extension Railway

The argument which that gentleman adduces for main, 
taining the principle of going direetly through the towns or 
places proposed to be served by the construction of a rail- 
way, may be described as follows, viz., that in the evnstruc- 
tion of the old high roads, in whatever part of this kingdom , 
the engineers who laid them out, of necessity keptin view 
the shortest possible route lines, present easiest 
inelinations aod jises, whieh, in all cases, without excep- 
tion, were directed through the towns presentiirg the 
greatest population, and having, consequently, the greatest 
need of an easy and a rapid means of intercoinmunication. 
Reference to the best maps of this.kingdom will exhibit the 
population, and, in consequence, the manufacturing dis- 
tricts actually on such lines of common high is. It 
might be matter of curious rather than useful inquiry, 
to ascertain how far the towns and places may have en- 
larged or followed the thread of the direction, or whether 
their existence and their necessities been consulted 
actually in the original construction of the roads. 

The inferences are clear, therefore, that aline of rail- 
way which can preserve its own integrity as a through 
line for goods or passengers’ traffic—and also preserve at 
the same moment the shortest and most direct éourse be- 
tween its starting point and its extremity, while it at 
the same time ntains its same value and relationship be- 
tween the intermediate places—is manifestly the line to be 
adopted.
